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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 60-64 and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as obvious over 2002/0041965 to Hanada et al. 
for the reasons set forth in the last Office action. 

Claims 65-66, 68-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2002/0041965 to Hanada et al. that has been explained 
above and is applied here as such in view of U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2003/0026997 to Qiu 
et al. for the reasons set forth in the last Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 03/26/2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicants argued that the primary reference to Hanada does not provide 
any teaching to one of skill in the art as to the treatment of a mineral carrier material, 
which the claims as amended provide. 

However, the claims as amended are still in the alternative, the fluorine-modified 
polyurethane resin is applied to a mineral or nonmineral substrate to provide a 
permanent oil- and water-repellent surface and one of the non-mineral substrates of the 
invention is leather (0075, PG Pub of application) and therefore because the Hanada 
reference discloses a method of providing a permanent oil- and water-repellent surface 
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to leather the claims are still anticipated. Furthermore, Hanada discloses other surfaces 
wherein the fluorine-containing polyurethane can be added to render the substrates 
more oil- and water- repellent such as furniture, wall paper, cars, shoes, sports shoes, 
gloves, etc. (0053), which read on non-mineral substrates provided in the instant 
specification.
